“Now here is a very 
point to the musician: Jazz is the 
firet symphonic expression of dance 
music we have had. I will say that 
it takes an awfully good musician to 
appreciate jazz. And it takes a good 

smusician to play it. I have listened 
16 jazz played by a superior jazz or- 
chestra and have reveled in it as 
something new, something different. 
I went many times in Chicago last 
summer to hear Paul Whiteman and 
i have several of his records in a 
quite large collection that I have of 
jazz records. To hear his really su- 
perior orchestra as it plays jazz is to 
marvel at the coloring, the propor- 
tidn of sound. Sometimes only four 
instruments playing, sometimes only 
two. One was able to follow two 
instruments playing that were as 
twins, perfectly in unison. I doubt 
if any two in our orchestra could 
have done it as well. 

“Jazz has given us new rhythms, 
new melodies, new modulations.

know that the waltz, too, was object- 
ed to in its day. I have seen young 
people dance almost lewdly to jazz 
music. especially where the hip- 
pocket libation was circulating about. 
Prohibition does not seem to have 
stopped this sort of thing. However, 
morals and art are two separate 
spheres in which to preach. The 
morals of the yours should be the 
concern of the parents or those who 
have given them their instincts and 
training. To me, dancing is an 
agreeable way of talking, of walk- 
ing. It is an agreeable exercise. 1 
am in favor of anything that allows 
expression of thoughts and ideas, be 
it art in any form. The gentleman 
who says the secessionists, the cub- 
ists, the radicals in art are to be 
commended for aiming at sincerity, 
while the composer of jazz music is 
to be condemned as aiming backward 
and downward, simply know a little 
about painting and the aims of 
painters and nothing at all about 
music and musicians. 

“Jazz has been an awfully good 
advertisement for symphonic mu- 
sic. It is difficult to play. To an 
orchestra it may become as compli- 
cated as any orchestra score. It has 
discovered and developed § endless 
good performers. It teaches mu- 
sicians. If they can play jazz, they 
can play anything. I purpose in 
the orchestra to give the people the 
best of the so-called bad music and 
not to give them the bad of the so- 
called good music.” 

On the other hand, the opinion of 
the Rev. Dr. W. H. Geistweit, pas- 
tor of the Third Baptist Church, 
upon the ethical side of the discus- 
sion, will be found as pronouncedly 
anti as Mr. Gangz's is pro-jazz. The 
Third Baptist Church, on Grand av- 
enue and Washington boulevard, in 
the midst of that famous amuse- 
ment center, with picture theaters 
and dance halls employing jazz or- 
chestras, often within hearing of 
the congregation, it must be ac- 
knowledged affords Dr. Geistweit a 
superior vantage point from which 
to judge the moral effects of jazz. 

Said Dr. Geistweit: 

“What do I think of jazz music? 

“To speak of jazz music is to 
speak of something that has no ex- 
istence; there is such a thing as 
jazz, but it is not music. Jazz has to 
do with a cluttering of sounds, 
thrown together in a rhythmic way, 
appealing to the hysterically sensual. 
The people who enjoy it are atavis- 
tia; that is, they are harking back 
to the savage, the impure, the un- 
holy, the bestial; and when jazz is 
joined to body movements known as 
the modern dance, it is the bottom 
level of indecency. Don't call this 
stuff music; there is neither melody, 
harmony or soul-appéal in it. It is 
all that is vile and impure. Jazz is 
the open door to degradation. 

“Ragtime belongs to jazz, though 
in more recent history it preceded 
jazz in the order of time. The world 
was in a ragtime period, and the 
“sin in syncopation’’ was the out- 
standing sin in the common social 
order; the world joined “Nero.”
